RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 



Responsive to the action mailed April 10, 2001, applicant elects the invention of Group I, 
claims 1-14, drawn to an isolated nucleic acid probe. 

The Examiner requested that the Applicants elect a single variance in a single gene. 
Applicants elect the Human Cytochrome P450 gene and the T to C variance at nucleotide 732. 
Applicants make this election with traverse. 

Applicants request that the Examiner search all 21 variances of the Cytochrome P450 
gene listed in Table 3. One of the variances is listed under Hugo identifier AF1 85589 and the 
remaining 20 variances are listed under Hugo identifier AF209389. Applicants request that the 
Examiner consider all 21 variances together for at least the following reasons. 

First, the search will not be burdensome because the variances are all within a single 
gene. Thus, the search scope will be similar to that for searching a claim to a single gene. 
Indeed the search required would be similar to that required if one were claiming nucleic acid 
molecules having a certain percent identity to a particular sequence. Second, useful probes and 
useful methods for genetic analysis often include the use of two or more variances. Thus, 
prosecution will become unduly burdensome if each variance is the subject of a distinct patent 
application. 
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
